Due to the 
prompt action of the firemen, the 
flames were confined entirely to the 
basement, and the upper parts of the 
house suffered only from smoke. Gas 
masks, kept in the Fire Company's 
equipment for such an emergency, 
proved unavailing in the dense smoke. 

Great credit is due the Narberth 
Company in this fire, for without quick- 
action the blaze would have gathered 
headway, and gone right up through 
the house.

"We have made innumerable appeals 
for increased membership of the Main 
Line Repertory Theatre in the last 
year. The response has been some- 
what stinted and we have been scratch- 
ing our heads to fathom the reason. 
Certainly the Main Line is far behind 
its neighboring communities in Little 
Theatre spirit. Germantown and 
Chestnut Hill boast of several well- 
organized drama organizations. So 
does Philadelphia. The Main Line has 
only the annual productions of its com- 
munity clubs to its credit. 

"Our present membership must be 
increased to two hundred members be- 
fore our season closes this spring. 
Therefore we begin the new year with 
a membership drive, and call for evi- 
dence of interest to insure the perma- 
nence of a Little Theatre on the Main 
Line. 

"Joining our organization does not 
imply a lot of hard work. The amount 
of time expended is entirely up to the 
individual. One's contribution may 
vary from the playing of a part, to 
play reading or technical advice. There 
are no age restrictions. There need be 
no qualifications other than an inter- 
est in drama. The dues are trivial; a 
season ticket to our performances. 

"Possibly the greatest stumbling 
block to our progress is the lack of 
permanent quarters. As soon as suffi- 
cient interest has been aroused, we can 
turn to the building of our own play- 
house. In order that this dream may 
be realized we must have the backing 
of the entire Main Line. 

"It is the evidence of your interest 
that we want just now, evidence that 
there are enough people on the Main 
Line for which to continue our organi- 
zation. All individual inquiries will be 
welcome, also those of clubs, societies, 
etc., which are interested in us and 
would like to know more. Address us, 
care of Cunningham's Barn, Rose- 

mont."

Otis Skinner laying aside the swash- 
buckling roles which he plays so beau- 
tifully, now returns in a delightful com- 
edy, "Papa Juan," adapted from the 
Spanish of the Quinteros, popular play- 
wrights of Madrid, and by the English 
Granville-Barkers.

And he still has am- 
bition — a longing hope to add one more 
generation to his assembled great- 
grandchildren present, some with their 
elders, to celebrate his birthday. 

Mr. Skinner's engagement in "Papa 
Juan" at the Broad will be for two 
weeks, beginning Monday evening, 
January 6. 

"Porgy," the Theatre Guild's dra- 
matic and colorful picturization of low- 
ly negro life in Charleston, S. C, and 
which has attained tremendous popu- 
larity both in this country and Eng- 
land* returns to the Broad Street Thea- 
tre for its farewell visit of one week 
beginning Monday, January 20. 

Owing to the fact that "Porgy" 
played here before it was not included 
in this season's subscription of Guild 
plays. 

With its poignant drama, its soul- 
stirring spirituals, its deep insight into 
the character of the negro of the South, 
its rich comedy scenes and its never- 
to-be-forgotten swing and tempo, "Por- 
gy" ranks as a classic of its kind. It 
returns here with the original cast, 
numbering sixty-five players and pro- 
duction intact. 
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Going Ahead in 1930 

There are many tasks that confront all of us who live on the Main 
Line in 1930. There are improvements to be made and conditions to be 
corrected. Wc shall all have to put our shoulders to the wheel with 
aggressive enthusiasm if wc are to bring about the conditions we advocate. 
It is important that we conserve and further develop the natural 
beauty of the section. Healthy shade trees, well-kept lawns, beautiful 
shrubbery, good architecture and general tidiness add not only to our 
pride in our community, but add greatly to the actual value of property 
and no substitute can ever give the Main Line the national prestige as a 
residential section that it has thus far enjoyed. The intrinsic charm of 
the section is perhaps one of the most valuable heritages we now enjoy 
and every effort should be made to keep it up to this standard or to sur- 
pass it. 

In line with this the zoning commissions of the various townships 
and borough have a serious obligation in seeing that all new development 
falls into line aesthetically with that which has gone before. This means 
that there must not be unwarranted exceptions to the zoning codes and 
that an unusually high standard must be preserved. 

Certain beautv spots are entirely in the hands of private individuals, 
such as the section along Mill Creek, the country places on either side of 
Bryn Mawr, the wooded land behind Radnor, the historic spots near 
Valley Forge, etcetera. In many cases these spots are kept in a state 
that could hardly be approached by municipal ownership, and it is heed- 
less to advocate their confiscation as public parks. 

Our commercial outlook for the year that has just started is deserv- 
ing of more than passing thought. For years this paperhas been crying 
that local merchants must meet metropolitan stores in variety of stock and 
in competitive prices. When this point is reached, which it is now in 
many cases, much of the problem will be solved. The credit for the prog- 
ress made thus far is due to the foresight and perspicacity of the business 
men themselves and they will ultimately reap the benefit of their extended 
service. The habit of buying at home is not an easy one to establish when 
Main Line shoppers have* for so many years accustomed themselves to the 
inconvenience of shopping in the city. 

As our retail market becomes locally more secure there will be an 
advantage to every householder in convenience and in increase of property 
value. It is, therefore, a favor to ourselves to do as much buying in the 
neighborhood as possible. 

While all of us are proud of the manner in which our townships and 
borough are governed and in the comparison to other suburban sections, 
the average voter and householder is sadly apathetic to his local govern- 
ment, makes few demands on the local politicians, and is satisfied to let 
things drift along about as they are. No political organization is perfect 
and it is amazing that our local ones function so well in behalf of the 
public when it is so apparent that the mass of the public is so completely 
indifferent. It might be well for many more of us to acquaint ourselves 
with the situation during 1930 and decide how wc may publicly serve the 
best interests of the community. 

It would be a grievous oversight to overlook the cultural development 
of the Main Line. The growing success of the Main Line Orchestra is 
pleasing to its patrons and backers. Bryn Mawr College has been bring- 
ing internationally famous people to its new Goodhart Hall for lectures 
and other entertainments, most of which are available to the public. Hav- 
erford College continues, as it has for many years, to present world-famed 
scholars, scientists and other speakers at public gatherings. The Main 
Line Repertory Theatre is progressing in ability and appeal and may be- 
come an integral part of our social and cultural life. Other amateur and 
semi-amateur companies are likely to appear before us throughout the 
year. 

In no community can real intellectual, spiritual and aesthetic prog- 
ress be made unless the residents enjoy robust good health. The facilities 
for out-of-door sport and exercise have never been greater on the Main 
Line than today. We have numerous golf courses, tennis courts, cricket 
creases, soccer and football fields, running tracks, hunt clubs, swimming 
clubs and all facilities that should contribute to sound bodies for ourselves 
and our children. 

We are enjoying a very happy state at the end of 1929. With the 
co-operation of everyone, we shall make 1930 an even more glorious year.

Dogs Must Be Licensed 

Promptly For New Year 

The State will not tolerate delay 
among owners in securing 1930 license's 
for dogs, according to Secretary of 
Agriculture C. (L Jordan, and John L. 
Passmorc, in charge of dog law en- 
forcement activities. 

"The law requires that every dog 
must he licensed not later than January 
15." they explain. "Dog owners who 
disregard the law are subject to a fine 
of $5 to $100 or a jail sentence of 30 
days. 

//The County Treasurer is the only 
official in a county who can issue dog 
licenses. Dog owners can secure li- 
censes directly from the County Treas- 
urer's office or make application to a 
local Justice of the Peace, or Magis- 
trate, who will submit the properly 
executed application with the fee to 
the County Treasurer. The license 
will then be mailed." 



Main Line Facts 

The Merion Cricket Club, in 
addition to being one of the most 
exclusive clubs in the section, is 
also the oldest. It was founded 
in 1865 by William Montgomery 
and Maskell Ewing. In the 70s 
it acquired a small tract of 
ground in Ardmore and erected 
its first clubhouse, a frame build- 
ing. By so doing it gave its 
name to Cricket Avenue. 

The club purchased the ground 
at its present location on Mont- 
gomery Avenue, Haverford, in

the second blaze. Several addi- 
tions have been built since then, 
the most' recent of which, a new 
locker room, was opened last 
vear.
